THREE INCH RAIN 


SWEEPS COUNTY 


Entire Sangamon River Watershed Vitited by Storm 


That Causes Damage to Crops. 


Sweeping Decatur and the Sangamou river valley 


north and east of Decatur, a three inch rain in two hours 
Tuesday evening brought destruction to crops, washed 
railroad beds, flooded basements aiid cellars, and in 
eonie places tore down frail buildings in its path, 


RIVER RAISING. 


Today the Sangamon river, already high is rais- 


ing rapidly, while the Decatur street department men 
are out repairing the damage. Sewers were chocked, 
/here were cave-ins, street pavements bulged and wash- 
id out, sewer inlets caved in, subways filled and over- 
flowed, while sidewalks and crossings were filled \yith 
mud and the dirt streets were made lakes, which when 
ihe water drained left them quagmires. 


AUTO^STS CAUGHT. 


Automobilists were caught in the terrific downpour, 


picnicers had no time to get. home. Some automobiles 
caught in the low places in the streets were left stand- 
ing their tops barely showing above the flood. 
At Fair- 


,view picnicers were drenched and waded water to the 
cars. 


XO DEATHS. 


In all the storm no deaths or injuries are report- 


ed. Damage in the city results from filled basements. 
Trees were considerably damaged.

NO IMPORTANCE. 


That many bills were introduced 


which were of little, often of no Im- 
portance, to the state and which often 
become laws, was also slated by Mr. 
Smith. 


Mr. Smith said that the really biff 


men of the house Introduced few bills. 
They were the men who were the 
brans of the 
legislature and who 


numbered probably 
not 
to exceed 


twenty-five. 
But they are the men 


who watch for and recognize vicious 
or useless bills. They say'little but 
they get things done. 


IMPORTANT ONE3. 


Mr. Smith spoke of some of the im- 


portant bills; the appropriation bill, 
the zoning bill, the bonding bill, the 
tax commission and of the great in- 
crease in the appropriation bills. 


Mr. Smith smilingly

talk by saying that, a junior member 
of the house really saw only "th« 
side lights." The center llglits ar9 
shining on the older And more exper- 
ienced men in the body.
